Seeing Red Again 


It was good news for some, devastation for others. 
Winning with 286 electoral votesand over 60.6 
million popular votes (51%), President Bush 
kept his title and house and will lead the United 
States for four more years. Voter turnout rate 
approached 60%, the highest since 1 968. 

While things seem to be back to 
normal now, for a short time people were 
passionate about the debates and topics that

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were on television. radios, and newspapers. Bumper stickers on 
cars stated positions, and signs posted in the yards 
of American citizens were everywhere - showing 
that at least in Rolla, people cared about the outcome 
of this election.

Allison Arnn/ the project manager for the new 2005 solar house/ got the opportunity 
to change things a bit. Last fall Allison was selected to live in the 2002 solar house. Many have 
seen the baby blue house with the white shutters on the corner of 10 th and Poole/ across from the 
Multi-purpose building/ but not many know what it is all about. 

The solar house was built for the 2002 Solar Decathlon in Washington D.C. The (JMR team 
competed against eighteen teams in the series of ten competitions/ finishing ninth overall.
